Shopping centre

After 15 years of rumours 
and speculation about the 
future of commercial prop¬ 
erty bordering Niagara-on- 
the-Green subdivisions, a 
company with a reputation 
for developing and operat¬ 
ing shopping malls has 
applied to build an outlet 
center in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

The development com¬ 
pany is proposing what is 
being described as free¬ 
standing buildings in a 
mostly open-air environ¬ 
ment, designed around a 
race track-shaped oval, with 
parking on the outside, on 
the 27-hectare, or 62-acre 
commercial property at 
Glendale Avenue and Taylor 
Road.

"Picture Vaughan Mills, 
only about half the size, 
and without a roof,” says 
David Baffa, vice-president 
of retail development with 
Ivanhoe Cambridge, the 
company that has an 
option to purchase the 
property while it awaits 


approvals from the Town, 
the Region and the com¬ 
pany itself, for the proposal 
that has been put together 
for the Glendale property. 

The application to die 
Town and Region is for a 
zoning amendmentrequest 
for an increase to 500,000 
square feet of commercial 
space from the 400,000

approved in the original 
draft plan crafted 15 years 
ago, with a future phase 
that could take it up to 
650,000 square feet, said 
Baffa. 

In addition to the popu¬ 
lar Vaughan Mills mall 
north of Toronto, Ivanhoe 
Cambridge also built 
Edmonton’s Southgate 
Centre, and Mapleview in 
Burlington. 

While Baffa admits that 
“upscale” and “outlet” 
seem a contradiction, he 
says the company is begin¬ 
ning to market to the high¬ 
er-end stores, especially 
good-quality fashion retail¬ 
ers, “not clearance stores,"

If all goes well, he hopes 
to have the approvals in 
place by next summer, with 
a fall 2014 opening. 

The location Is well-suit¬ 
ed to their needs, he says, 
very visible to the Queen 
Elizabeth Way, in a munic¬ 
ipality with a strong tour¬ 
ism component, not far 
from Niagara Falls and the 
casinos. 

Why not add the shop¬ 
ping experience, he asks, 
this side of the border, for 
visitors and residents? 

The application was filed 
last week, after about a year 
of discussions with 
between the developer, 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke and 
the town’s chief adminis¬ 
trative officer Mike 
Galloway. 

“On any issue there will 
be individuals on both 
sides of the equation,” says 
Galloway. 

“But in my opinion, this 
is an excellent location for 
a retail outlet. It’s sound 
land-use planning for the 
property next to the QEW. 
And it will increase our tax 
base, which will ultimately 
benefit everybody in all tax 
classes." 

Interim planning direc¬ 
tor Will Walker says he 
expects the Town’s public 


information meeting, the 
beginning of the public 
process, to be held in early 
December. 

"This is the beginning of 
the eventual development 
of a commercial develop¬ 
ment that has been expect¬ 
ed all along, but with some 
enhancements, some 
refinements to what was 
proposed 15 years ago.” 

It will take some time to 
review the details con¬ 
tained in the six boxes of 
documents that accompa¬ 
nied the application, 
Walker said, “but this is a 
good news story, great 
news for the town and the 
region. Hopefully it works 
its way through to a suc¬ 
cessful conclusion.” 

Ivanhoe Cambridge was 
established in 2001 as the 
result of a merger between 
two leading Canadian 
shopping centre compa¬ 
nies, Ivaunhoe, founded in 
1952 by Sam Steinberg, an 
entrepreneur who turned a 
single grocery store into a 
real estate empire of more 
than 90 stores and 32 shop¬ 
ping centres, and 
Cambridge Shopping 
Centres, which by the time 
of the merger had a portfo¬ 
lio of 42 Canadian shop¬ 
ping centres.

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Region named cultural capital for 2012

Billed as a battle between 
Niagara and Calgary, the 
result was a photo finish, 
with both being bestowed 
with the Culture Capital of 
Canada designation for 2012, 
and sharing the cash. 

It’s said that when MP 
Rob Nicholson comes to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake to 
make an announcement, it’s 
good news, and that was cer¬ 
tainly the case at RiverBrink 
Art Museum in Queenston 
Friday. 

"This is a very fitting 
venue,” said Nicholson of the 
museum he described as "all 
about history and culture,” 
featuring early Canadian art 


just down the hill from where 
a significant battle against 
the Americans took place 
almost 200 years ago. 

And as he said often dur¬ 
ing the spring federal elec¬ 
tion, when he promised 
money would be forthcom¬ 
ing for 1812 celebrations, 
“nobody outranks Niagara in 
this country” when it comes 
to significant contributions 
to the history of Canada. 

He came bearing not only 
good news but great gifts— 
$1,625 million for the cul¬ 
tural coup, which comes 
with a commitment from the 
region of $670,000. 

While the timing of the 
designation comes as the 
region gears up for bicenten¬ 
nial celebrations that will be 
the focus of the year-long 
activities, it will cover a 
broader range of groups, 
including dance, theatre, art, 
history walks, choral perfor¬ 
mances, after school pro¬ 
grams, an interactive media 
display about the Welland 
Canal, and a Native women’s 


history exhibit. 

A traditional scripted 
lacrosse game featuring First 
Nations players is also 
planned, possibly to be 
played on the battlefield at 
Queenston Heights where 
Aboriginals helped the 
British defeat the 
Americans. 

The theme of the year¬ 
long cultural celebration will 
be Crossing Boundaries: 
Niagara's Creative Spirit, said 
regional chair Gary 
Burroughs, and will include 
more than two dozen proj¬ 
ects to be undertaken with 
community partners, all 
either free to the public or at 
minimal cost. 

"This is a great day for 
Niagara," said Burroughs, 
adding the designation, and 
the financial investment that 
accompanies it, “will not 
only strengthen the cultural 
fabric of our community, but 
will strengthen Canadian 
unity. It is truly an honour to 
receive this prestigious des¬ 
ignation on behalf of all

Niagara residents, and par¬ 
ticularly those involved in 
our vibrant cultural commu¬ 
nity.” 

The “rich and diverse 
projects,” he said, will attract 
more visitors to Niagara, 
involve the youth of the com- 
munity and help increase 
awareness of the Niagara 
identity. 

Nicholson commended 
the committee that put 
together a successful appli¬ 
cation for cultural designa¬ 
tion and said he was very 
pleased the region is being 
recognized. The celebrations 
will raise the profile of the 
region, increase interest in 
its history and attract more 
visitors, he said. 

Nicholson also pledged 
$97, 000 for the Friends of 
Fort George to help stage 
two 1812 re-enactments, the 
Batde of Queenston Heights 
and the burial of Brock, that 
funding from a pot that helps 
pay for special community 
events such as anniversaries, 
and quite apart from money 
that may be directed at the 
committees organizing 1812 
celebrations. 

There may be other fund¬ 
ing coming down the pipe¬ 
line for those and other 
events, but this money, 
which the Friends applied 
for last April, is specifically 
targeted for looking after 
some of the logistics of those 
events that are expected to 
draw about 1,000 re-enac- 
tors and up to 12,000 specta¬ 
tors, such as busing, parking 
and portable toilets for the 
crowds that are anticipated 
during the weekend of Oct. 
13 and 14, 2012. 

“It was easy to sit around 
talking about it,” says Erika 
Alexander, member of the 
Friends of Fort George and 
also one of the events orga¬ 
nizers, “but now we have to 
make sure we can really do

Drew Berketo, a volunteer 
for Red Roof and a field rep¬ 
resentative for Steward Edge, 
which designs environmen¬ 
tal stewardship programs, 
says he knew the recycling 
day would be a success when 
he saw the number of cars 
arriving filled with electron¬ 
ics. “I was thinking a lot of

Berketo was on hand to 
make sure the event ran 
without any hiccups and to 
promote OES, a non-profit 
organization which oversees 
the proper reuse and recy¬

Once the electronics 
left Clare’s Harley 
Davidson last Saturday, 
they were repackaged 
and placed onto skids 
and sent by truck to a 
consolidation plant in 
Hamilton. 

There is a misconcep¬ 
tion about the recycling 
process which the OES 
program is trying to 
eliminate, says Berketo. 

“Some people might 
have seen videos of 
children in another 
country smelting the 
precious metals out of 
old computers and tak¬ 
ing them apart piece by 
piece, but this is not the 
case." 

All the items collect¬ 
ed Saturday will be sent 
to one of 12 processors 
in Ontario to be taken 
apart and recycled by 
Canadians. 

“There are no proces¬ 
sors here in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, but the 
closest ones are in 
Hamilton, Brampton 
andtheKitchener- 
Waterloo area. All 
of the items are 
sorted once they 
reach Hamilton 
and they are sent 
to one of the pro¬ 
cessors for recy-

NOTICE OF INTENTION TO DESIGNATE 

TAKE NOTICE that the Council of the Corporation of the Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake Intends to designate the 
property at 14785 Niagara River Parkway, the Larkin-Dimitrieff Property (Part Lots 8 and 9, Part Rd Allow 
RP30R13488, Part 1) as a property of cultural heritage value or interest under Part IV of the Ontario Heritage Act, 
R.S.0.1990, Chapter 0.18. 

Description of Property 

The Larkin-Dimitrieff property at 14785 Niagara River 
Parkway is a large pie shaped lot on the east side of 
the Niagara River Parkway between Line 6 and Line 
7. It extends from the Parkway to the Niagara River. 

There are currently three buildings on the property, 
which was originally part of the Glencairn Estate. 

Statement of Cultural Heritage Value or Interest 

From 1808 until 1888 the original Glencairn lot was 
8 acres. At that time, the house was situated in the 
centre of the property close to the river on a small 
promontory above a steep bank. A survey completed 
in 1888 indicated that the lot had grown to 10 acres. The extra 2 acres were probably acquired over the years 
through constant usage. More recently the southerly 2.58 acres, 14785 Niagara River Parkway, was severed. A 
2.67 acre section at the north end of the property, which contains the remnant of a cobblestone chimney, was also 
severed and is currently in its natural state. 

The original Glencairn property represents an important and rare early example of the Classical (Greek) Revival 
house in a Picturesque landscape setting in Ontario. The main house, which was situated in the geographic centre 
of the original 8 acre estate, is attributed to John Latshaw who is also believed to have designed Willowbank in 
Queenston and Ruthven Park in Cayuga, both of which are National Historic Sites and are significant for both their 
architectural design and their Picturesque landscape settings. 

The property was owned by a number of prominent community members including John Hamilton, youngest son 
of Robert Hamilton Sr., who, constructed Glencairn c. 1832; William A. Thomson, who came to Canada via the 
United States and was President of the Erie and Niagara Railway and Liberal MP for Welland and John D. Larkin, 
owner of the Larkin Soap Company in Buffalo. Larkin was a close friend and associate of Frank Lloyd Wright who 
visited Glencairn and who designed Larkin’s main office building in Buffalo (since demolished). Larkin also owned 
3 large farms situated along the Niagara River Parkway on which he constructed a number of buildings including 
cement workers’ houses and barns, many of which are still standing. 

The property at 14785 Niagara River Parkway contains several buildings that were once part of original Glencairn 
Estate including the stone schoolhouse, which was probably constructed by John Hamilton in the 1830’s as 
a school for his estate workers. The other buildings include the caretaker’s house and a large carriage house 
constructed during John Larkin’s ownership of the property. A stamp on the carriage house indicates, it was 
constructed, and possibly designed by James Calvert, who may have been influenced by magazine features on 
fireproof houses. It is one of a number of buildings that were built of cement on the three large farms established 
by John Larkin in Niagara-on-the-Lake. Better architectural examples of this building technique include the 
cottages on Line 6 and three on the west side Niagara River Parkway which were constructed for Larkin’s farm 
workers. These cement buildings, which were favoured by John Larkin, possibly because they were reputed to 
be fireproof. 

The stone school house is a simple square building of approximately 21 feet by 30 feet in size with a window 
facing the river and a window and entrance door in the north elevation. The roof is a cedar shingled hip with a 
large chimney. The walls are roughly squared masonry, probably limestone, dressed with a rock or pitched face 
and finely executed mortar joints. 

The original Glencairn estate integrated Picturesque effects to complement its architecture and creates a symbiotic 
relationship between the Classical (Greek) Revival ideals of symmetrical architecture, formally designed gardens 
and a rolling naturalistic landscape. The original 8 acre estate lot with its stone walls, which act as 
features, its imposing Greek Revival house, stone outbuilding and designed and natural landscapes 
whole, a cultural heritage landscape of considerable significance. 

The key exterior attributes that reflect the value of the Larkin-Dimitrieff property as part of the original Glencairn 
Estate include: 

• The entire exterior and structure of the stone school house. 

Any person may, not later than the 18th day of November, 2011, send by registered mail or deliver to the Clerk of 
the Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake notice of their objection to the proposed designation, together with a statement 
of the reasons for the objection and all relevant facts. If such a Notice of Objection is received the Council of the 
Corporation of the Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake shall refer the matter to the Conservation Review Board for a

Of course neigh¬ 
bours should 
protect their 
property and 
their quality of life, 
but at the same time 
must be realistic.

see for themselves the 
scope of the project, when 
it comes time for a vote on 
zoning changes—a report is 
expected to come to coun¬ 
cil late November for dis¬ 
cussion—they will have a 
better understanding of the 


size of the new buildings, 
the layout on the 14-acre 
property, the setbacks, and 
the impact of the develop¬ 
ment on neighbours. 

So heritage planner Leah 
Wallace arranged two tours 
this week to accommodate 
councillors, made sure the 
lead planner and architect 
were there, donned her 
running shoes and camera 
and set off on a walk around 
the property. 

A similar opportunity 
was offered to the public 
about a year ago, and as a 
result of some of the con¬ 
cerns they voiced, setbacks 
between the new buildings 
and property lines were 
increased. That results in a 
trade-off—a little less 
greenspace at the front of 


the property, maybe slightly 
more protection for neigh- 

The aspect of the prop¬ 
erty that was immediately 
obvious was the natural 
landscaping buffer of huge, 
thick boxwood hedges and 
mature trees, mostly white 
pine. They aren't going any¬ 
where, the architect said, 
and in the instances where 

effort will be made to 
replace them. 

It's easy to believe that 
one will be able to drive by 
or walk on the Common 
across John Street and not 
notice much going on that's 
different behind the high 
walls and gates of the prop¬ 
erty—the development is to 
the back of the property. 


What seems crystal clear 
to me is that what is being 
proposed will be elegant, 
tasteful, and eminently 
suitable in that it will com¬ 
plement what is already 
there. 

If I were a neighbour, I 
might ask myself what the 
alternatives could be. 

And I would answer 
myself this way—the cur¬ 
rent proposal is probably 
the only way to save the 
existing buildings. If it fails, 
I would expect those beau¬ 
tiful, stately buildings will 
be torn down, and instead 
of a development that will 
use only 10 per cent of the 
property, we'd likely see a 
subdivision of townhomes 
or condos that will be far 
more intrusive, will pro¬ 


duce more traffic, more 
noise, and put more trees at 

Yes, a subdivision would 
retain the residential zon¬ 
ing, but it would much 
more drastically impact 
neighbours. And if I were a 
neighbour, I'd worry far 
more about what that would 
do to my property value. 

Randwood has been 
untouched for some time, 
other than grass cutting. 
Left that way much longer, 
it will deteriorate. 

No doubt I will be 
accused of being naive, but 
I think we have to put some 
faith in the current owners, 
who are also neighbours. 

If I were a gambler, I 
wouldn't bet on the alter¬ 
natives. 


NOTL Rotary eradicating polio, one lap around the track at a time 


Donations can 
be dropped off 
at the communi¬ 
ty centre's race 
track all next week. 

It’s not something we 
think about in North 
America, but poliomyelitis 
—or polio for short—is a 
disease that still remains a 
concern in Afghanistan, 
India, Nigeria, and 
Pakistan. 

Polio affects mostly chil¬ 
dren, but it can affect adults 
too. It is a viral disease that 
can damage the nerves and 
can lead to partial or full 
paralysis. 

Most of us in North 
America are vaccinated 
against it as babies so it 
never becomes an issue for 

But that doesn't mean 
polio couldn’t become a 
problem in the future, says 
Patrick MacNeill, interna¬ 
tional director for the 
Niagara-on-the-LakeRotary 
Club. 

Next week, the NOTL 
Rotary Club will try to erad¬ 
icate polio for good, one lap 

In honor of World Polio 
Week, beginning Oct. 24, 
The NOTL Rotary club is 
holding a campaign to end 
polio as part of the organi-

zation’s 26-year mission of 
eradication. 

Club members will be 
gathering pledges from the 
community and will walk 
around the track at the com¬ 
munity centre for half hour 
at lunchtime Tuesday to 
help rid the world of the 
disease for good. 

Over his lifetime, 
MacNeill says he has seen 
the number of people 
afflicted with polio lessen 
and the disease is “this 
close” to being eradicated. 

“Last year, there were 
only 1,000 cases of polio in 
the world. When the service 
organization first started 
there were something like 
365,000 cases in the world. 
It’s a terrible disease and we 
have an opportunity to get 
rid of it —we should do it," 
says MacNeill. 

Once it is eliminated, 


polio will join smallpox as 
the only two human diseas¬ 
es to have ever been eradi¬ 
cated. 

Since 1999, the NOTL 
Rotary Club has donated 
more than $26,000 to the 
End Polio Now campaign. 

The international Rotary 
organization has contribut¬ 
ed more than $1 billion and 
many volunteer hours to 
protect and immunize more 
than two billion children in 
122 countries. 

The international service 
organization’s most recent 
campaign challenge is to 
match a $355 million grant 
given by the Bill & Melinda 
Gates Foundation with $200 
million by June of next 

The Rotary organization 
is close to reaching its goal, 
with more than $180 mil¬ 
lion in US funds which has 
been raised to date. 

The community is invit¬ 
ed to donate to the cam¬ 
paign at the walking track 
throughout the week by 
dropping off donations, or 
they can sponsor members 
of the NOTL Rotary Club 
who will be walking the 
track at lunchtime on 
Tuesday, Oct. 25. 

I'll never have to worry 
about a baby of mine con¬ 
tracting polio—let's take 
that fear away from other 
mothers.

newspapers described her 
as a "marvelous example of 
commitment to the public 
good," a “tireless supporter 
of the arts, revered by many," 
someone who “got on with 
what needed to be done,” 
someone who was "offbeat, 
untraditional and original.” 

Scott, whofirstapproached 
Appel's trustees with the 
hospital proposal three 
years ago, said while her 
friend was best-known pub¬ 
licly for her support of the 
arts—she had a theatre in 
Toronto named after her— 
she was also committed to 
health care and education. 

Scott points to Appel’s 
determination that led to 
the establishment of the 
Canadian Foundation for 
AIDS research, at a time 
when it was not a popular 
cause, as evidence of the 
importance of good health 
care to her friend—she was 
certainly not afraid to speak 
out, when others were. 

“She would have been 
proud and happy about this 
donation,” said Scott. 

“She would have support¬ 
ed this new hospital in an 
area that she felt so deeply 

Scott relates the story of 
how she and her husband, 
Hugh Church, came to move 
from Toronto to NOTL. 

They were coming to town 
for a weekend to visit with 
the Appels, who had resi¬ 
dences here and in Toronto, 


and to attend a party her 
friend had planned. When 
they arrived, Bluma told her 
about a house she would 
love, and offered to call the 
real estate agent, who she 
had already contacted to 
ensure she was available to 
show her friends the house. 

Scott said she and her 
husband had no plans to 
move or buy a house in 
NOTL, but at Bluma’s insis¬ 
tence went for the viewing. 

Before they returned to 
Toronto after the weekend, 
they had bought the house. 

Thus the two friends 
became neighbours as well, 
and Scott and Church set¬ 
tled into life in NOTL. 

Appel received many 
awards in her lifetime, 
including an honourary 


Dora Mavor Moore Award 
for her lifelong dedication to 
the performing arts, and was 
given honourary degrees 
from the University of 
Toronto andBrockUniversity 
also for her contributions to 
the arts. 

Both women were officers 
of the Order of Canada, Scott 
for being a leader in the 
Canadian fashion industry 
and founder of Flare maga- 

Scott was honoured 
recently to be given her 
friend’s Order of Canada 
pins by Appel’s family. 

“She was so bright, so with 
it, so full of energy. She loved 
challenges,” said Scott. 

“She never had a mean or 
unkind word to say about 
anybody. She was a real 
lady—I can’t think of a time 
when she wasn’t all she 
should be.” 

Four days after celebrat¬ 
ing her 67th wedding anni¬ 
versary, Appel lost her brief 
batde with cancer and died 
in a Toronto hospital at the 
age of 86. Her husband Bram 
Appel, whose business acu¬ 
men afforded Bluma her 
philanthropy, died less than 
three months later. 


The couple had two sons, 
both of whom keep resi¬ 
dences in NOTL, and five 
grandchildren. 

“I made sure her family 
knew about the donation to 
the hospital before it was 
made public,” said Scott. 

“They were just thrilled.” 

Appel's gift will be recog¬ 
nized through the creation 
of the Bluma Appel 
Academic Activities and 
Education Facility, on the 
second floor of the new hos¬ 
pital, to be used by faculty, 
staff and the public. 

Scott hopes the gift, and a 
recent $200,000 donation 
from Carol and John Walker, 
will give a little nudge to 
others who have been reti¬ 
cent to support the new hos- 

While there are large cor¬ 
porations in St. Catharines 
to financially support the 
much-needed facility, in 
NOTL, she and her fellow 
committee members are 
approaching friends and 
individuals for donations. 

The fundraising campaign 
is to not only help build a 
new hospital, but to offer 
improved health care to 
Niagara, she said.

From the outside, it's just 
an ordinary unit in a small 
industrial mall on Airport 

But open the door and 
step inside to a series of 
nooks and crannies chock- 
a-block full of eclectic, fabu¬ 
lous vintage furniture, bar- 
ware, clothing and jewelry, 
for sale or to rent, accumu¬ 
lated by designer Liz Hawley 
and Shaw ensemble mem¬ 
ber and vintage clothing col¬ 
lector Brigitte Robinson. 

It's called The Warehouse,

Richard Woodruff, a St. 
Davids resident whose 
ancestors settled in the 
area before the war, also 
spoke to the students about 
the battle.

about the death of Brock, The letter states the 


men gained the hill with¬ 
out any opposition, the 
Americans occupying the 
point of the mountain cov¬ 
ered with brush, while they 
were “wholly without cov¬ 
ering of any kind. We wait¬ 
ed eyeing each other for 
about an hour,” waiting for 
back-up. When it arrived, 
"we were then ordered to 
advance.” 

With smoke from the 
firing on both sides in their 
faces so dense they were 
unable to see, they did as 
ordered, and discovered 
the Americans, who had 
outnumbered Sheaffe’s 
men four to one, had 
turned and sought protec¬ 
tion under the river bank. 

“It was the local people, 
the forefathers of a lot of 
people from right here in 
St. Davids, who saved 
Canada,” said Woodruff. 

Jim McMicking, another 
St. Davids resident and 


member of the ratepayers 
association, told the stu¬ 
dents they should under¬ 
stand and be proud of the 
history of their village, and 
pass it along. 

"Us old people are not 
going to be here forever,” 
he said. 

“You are the generation 
to go forward out of school, 
and whether you come 
back here or not you will 
carry on the proud tradi¬ 


tion of this country and 
this area," said Steip, 
engaging the students with 
the tale of the burning of 
St. Davids by fleeing 
Americans that resulted in 
the White House later 
being burned in retribu- 

He urged them to 
become activists and help 
preserve the significant 
history of their communi¬ 
ty-
